THE JASPER ROUTE RULED OUT 


Ottawa has instructed British Colum- 
bia to cut its relief work program in half. 
The Tolmie Government responds by an- 
nouncing that work on the highways will 
be suspended, and the men fed in the 
camps as a measure of direct relief. 

This means of course that the exten- 
sion of the highway from Kamloops to 
Jasper is “out,” and that any prospect of 
getting Dominion assistance for the com- 
pletion of the Jasper Trail from Edmonton 
has gone glimmering. 

But work is still proceeding on the 
construction of the Dominion highway 
from Jasper to Banff, which is designed 
to make Jasper Park accessible from Cal- 
gary, while Edmonton and central Alber- 
ta ure to remain cut off from the Park 
and without the direct route through to 
the coast that could be created with a 
moderate amount of federal assistance, 


“TELLING” BRITAIN 

Belgium, Denmark, Holland, Sweden, 
Norway and Luxembourg, through their 
spokesmen at Geneva, joined in the alarm 
expressed on behalf of Germany at the 
prospect of Britain adopting a protective 
tariff policy, and hoped that ‘every coun- 
try will do its utmost to avoid any such 
commercial policy as would tend to in- 
crease the economic disequilibrium.” 

in any less dignified assembly this 
would be taken as a joke. Having pro- 
ceeded for ten years to pursue precisely 
that kind of a tariff policy on their own 
account, these countries now presume to 
tell Great Britain that it must not fol- 
low their example lest it throw things out 
of balance. 

It may oceur to British free traders 
that, if there were no other reason for do- 
g so, it would be worth while to put a 
tariff around Britain to call the bluff of 
these self-appointed advisers and force a 
show-down on the tariff question. Appar- 
ently the only thing that will bring the 
world back to tariff sense is for Britain to 
put on a tariff of the strictly “keep out” 
variety. 


DIRECTED FROM MOSCOW 


If anyone has doubted that Moscow 
has been taking a hand in the incitement 
of revolution in Canada, he should be 
convinced by the evidence adduced in a 
Toronto court at the trial of Tim Buck 
and his associates. Whether these gentle- 
men have been worth their hire, and have 
accomplished the results expected from 
them, 15 another matter. 

What has been cleariy enough estab- 
lished there is that the inspiration for such 
revolutionary talk as has been heard in 
Canada comes from the Soviet capital, as 
part of the consistent plan to promote re- 
volution everywhere and always. The hold- 
ing of communist celebrations and the run- 
ning of communist candidates for munici- 
pal councils and provincial legislatures is 
the outcome of this propaganda campaign, 
and is part and parcel of the plot to make 
full use of the freedom of speech and ac- 
tion that is permitted in this country; and 
that is not permitted where the authority 
of Moscow holds sway. 

What the Reds are pleased to call 
“capitalism” differs from Sovietism in 
that it tolerates and protects its enemies 
while they plot its destruction, and even 
permits them to preach their doctrines 
from public platforms in the attempt to 
get places in the law-making bodies of the 
countries they plan to sovietize. The dis- 
closures at Toronto show that the Red 
Strategists are losing no opportunity to 
take advantage of this tolerance. If Can- 
ada is not governed from Moscow that 
will be no fault of theirs. 


COUNCIL AND SCHOOL BOARD 

There are five aldermanic vacancies to 
be filled in the civic elections on Wednes- 
day. Of the retiring aldermen, four are 
standing for re-election as aldermen. Ar- 
ranging the names in alphabetical order, 
and without regard to party complexion, 
these are Ald. Baker, Bellamy, Gainer and 
Sheppard. 

There are four vacancies in the public 
school board, ‘All the retiring trustees are 
standing for re-election: Trustees Crang, 
Cushing, Dickson and Ottewell. 

There are in all fifteen candidates for 
aldermanic seats, and seven for places on 
the schoo] board. 

There is no outstanding issue in the 
eontest such as requires that a hard and 
fast line be drawn between candidates on

the C. G. A. slate and those on the Labor 

slate. Neither has there been developed 

| a body of criticism against the conduct of 
either council or school board that would 
create a line of cleavage between members 
standing for re-election and new-comers 
in the field. 

When all is said and done, both. coun- 
cil and school board have encountered con- 
ditions this year which were altogether 
unusual and difficuit, and both boards 
have met those conditions in a way that 
was reasonably efficient and yenerally 
satisfactory. To state it in other terms: 

| the aldermen, without regard to party at- 
tachment, have been at their wits’ ends to 
deal effectively and fairly with unemploy- 
ment and other questions which were in- 
terjected into the municipal arena by the 
slump in world conditions. To a lesser de- 
gree, the business of the school board has 
been complicated by the same factors. 

With so many condidates offering, and 
| clear-cut issues absent, the voters will of 
necessity make their selections upon 
grounds of personal qualification and ex- 
| perience rather than because of the party 
affiliation of candidates. This gives an un- 
doubted advantage to the aldermen and 
trustees who are seeking re-election. 
Since little serious fault has been found 
with the conduct of affairs during the 
year, those candidates who have been re- 
sponsible in measure for that conduct are 
entitled to claim and to get a fair share 
of consideration on that account. 

In these circumstances it will not be 
strange if voters pretty generally take the 
sporting view that men who have sat on 
the council and schoo! board through the 
hectic days of 1931, and who want to be re- 
elected, must be gluttons for punishment 
who deserve to be sent back to do the com- 
munity worrying for another term.

THE INGROWING TOE NAIL 

It is aimost impossible to find an 
adult foot with normally shaped nail: 
Usually deformed nails cause no 
trouble but in the case of the big toe, 
an ingrowing nail may cause pain 
and annoyance all out of 
proportion to the size of 


the nail. An ingrowing 
nail, occurr'ng as it free 
quently does on the big 
toe, interferes With 
walking. When you stop 
to consider that in an 
ordinary day's work you 
may take over 18,000 
steps, you can see why 
lan ingrowing toe nail by 
pressing on the sensitive 
nerves at the root and 
side of the nail causes so 
jmuch pain, 

At first an ingrowing 
toenail merely causes a 
slight tenderness.

When most people feel an ingrow- 
ing nail, they get inspired to per- 


j form exactly the wrong kind of treat- 


ment. They get the scissors and im- 
mediately cut away the edges of the 
nail, thinking that this will relieve 
ithe pressure of the edge of the nail 
on the sore flesh. This trimming 
away of the edges or corners of the 
nail ts one thing which should never 
be done for as the edges grow back in 
again they are thrust into the flesh 
and cause more trouble than before 
Nevertheless, there is a right way to 
trim the nails which will help give 
relief. 

By ingrowing toe nail we mean that 
the corners of the nail are thrust 
into the flesh at the side, the Mesh 
ususlly rising into a little ridge and 
becoming red, swollen, and sore. 

The main cause of ingrowing toe 
nails is found in wearing the wrong 
kind of a shoe. A shoe with a nar- 
row, pointed toe, or a shoe too tight 
and too short will press the delicate 
flesh over against the corner of the 
nail Even wearing stockings too 
small will cause a tendency to this 
trouble, Another cause ts cutting the 
edge of the toe nail IN the wrong 
way. A toe nail should always be cut 
with an even curve across the top.

If I actually have taken something 
poisonous and know it, but have faith 
that it will not af-ect me, and there 
are no effects, that would be a demon- 
stration that most physicians would 
not credit, Psychotherapy is not a 
mirac’e. The mental attitude es a 
protection does not extend as far as 
that; but a calm, hopeful attitude 
during my convalescence certainly 
would hep, 


To study and utilize this set of re- 
lations is the purpose of psychothere 
apy. It may be practiced delicately, 
shrewdy, judiciously; it may be at- 
tempted crudely, unwisely. How to in- 
duce the proper attitude in the patient 
is the universal problem.

Why Depression? 
By GLENN FRANK 


I am asked by a reader of these 
articles to describe the normal way in 
which an ecnnomic depression, like the 
per‘odic depressions that have come 
upon us, develops 

At the riek of some over-simplifica- 
tion, I should say that four rather | 
distinct steps have been constant in| 
the recurrent economic depressions of | 
the past century. 

First, discovery, technological ad- | 
vance, and improved technique of 
organization and manage: ent, some- 
times in combination, have produced 
a forward thrust in economic enter- 
prise, 

Second, the contagion of this for- 
ward thrust has stimulated the get- 
richequick mood in men outside the 
ranks of the creative industrialists, 
whose clear thinking and concentrated | 
working have made this forward thrust 
possibie, and a phase of speculation 
which quickly becomes a phase of | 
over-speculation, is entered,

wife of the Belgian Prince de Chimay,
